The minutes of the 8th, inst, were read and approved. 
E. W. Clark then rose and offered a prayer. 
After the prayer was offered, the Speaker swore in 
the Clerk of the House to faithfully perform the duties 
connected with his office. 
S. W. Papaula then presented his certificate of 
election as Representative of South Kona, Hawaii, and he 
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was then sworn in by the Speaker. 

S. P. Kalama then reported that Wana had arrived 
from Kauai, but had lost his certificate of election. 

On motion of C. C. Harris, Wana was allowed to take 
his. seat with the Representatives on the Notice of the 
Governor of Kauai. 

G. M. Robertson then read a Petition from 60 people 
from Honolulu setting forth the difficulties and troubles 
of the Hawaiian sailors on the taxes and eosts charged 
against them amounting to $15 and they request that a 
Shipping Master be appointed for the Hawaiian sailors. 

On motion of G. M. Robertson, seconded by S, M. 
Kamakau, it was voted that the Petition be tabled until 
the Committee on Commerce shall have been appointed. 

G. M. Robertson read a Petition containing 23 sig- 
natures setting forth the dangerous state of the City as 
the prisoners were going at large. 

On motion of S. M. Kamakau it was voted that the 
Petition be tabled until the Standing Committees were 
appointed. 

S. Kipi then read a Petition from Puna praying that l 
the prisoners of each District be employed to work in their 
respective District instead of being sent elsewhere. 

On motion of J. W. E. laikai it was voted that this 
Petition be tabled until the Standing Committees were 
appointed. 

S. P. Kalama the Chairman of the Committee appointed 
to prepare a reply to the King's Speech, presented a 
report, which was read by R. H. Bowlin in English. 

On motion of S. M. Kamakau it was voted that the 
House go into Committee of the Whole to consider the 


reply to the King. 


J. W. E. Maikai then took the Chair and the House 
went into Committee of the Whole. 

In the opinion of G. M. Robertson the words "The 
Costs for criminal offenses," were improper. On motion 
of S. P. Kalama it was voted that certain amendments be 
made in the Hawaiian version only. 

On motion of 5. M. Kamaka it was voted that the 
repiy be approved. 

On motion of C. C. Harris it was voted that the Com- 
mittee rise. 

The reply was then approved. 

On motion of S. M. Kamakau it was voted that the 
reply to the King be referred to the Committee which 
had prepared the same and that the said Committee present 
the same to the King. 

G. M. Robertson for the Committee to look for a 
Translator, reported that he had met Andrews. 

On motion of J. Richardson it was voted that the 
matter be referred back to the Committee and that they 
confer with Judd. 

J. W. Marsh for the Committee on Rules for the House 
presented a report and then read the amendments made to 
the rules of the Session of the year 1853. 

"On motion of J. Puller it was voted that the rules 
presented by the Committee be accepted. — 

On the motion of J. Richardson, seconded by J. W. 
Marsh it was voted that a Committee be appointed to 
attend to the printing of 50 Copies of the Rules.

The House then proceeded to business, 

The Speaker announced that he was in receipt of the 
Certificates of Election of E. P. Bond and Z. P. Kaumaea. 
There were thereupon sworn in by the Speaker. 

S. M. Kanakau presented a Petition from Waialua pro- 
testing against the election of R, H. Bowlin as Represen- 
tative, and showing how fraud was used in his election, 
and praying that the House declare a new election for a 
Representative for Waialua. The Petition was then referred 
to the Committee on elections and J. W. Marsh was substi- 
tuted in place of R. H. Bowlin, and to act as Chairman for 
the Committee on Elections, for this matter. 

The Speaker then read a Petition from the Police of 
North Kona setting forth their troubles in not receiving 
anything for their services in arrests made by them on 
people who had no property and on those who appealed to 
the Circuit Court. This Petition was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. 

Wana read a Petition frou Niihau praying that these 
Islands be not annexed with any Foreign Country. This 
Petition was pererved to the Committee on Foreign E 
Relations. 

W. E. Pii read a Petition containing 124 names pray- 
ing that the trees in the mountains be made free to the 
people, and that a law be enacted prohibiting the sale or 
lease of lands to foreigners. That the sale or lease of 
lands be made only to Natives. 

That the fish be free. That taxes be abolished. 


On motion of S. M. Kamakau it was voted that this 
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Petition be returned to the Representative from Koolau 
to be apportioned by him to the different Committees. 

S. Kipi read a Petition from Puna praying that a law 
pe enacted requiring the Judges to posë the full amount 
of fine provided by the law, and not to reduce it. 

On motion of J. Richardson it was voted that the 
Petition be tabled. 

S. Kipi read another Petition. It was tabled. 

W. E. Pii read a Petition containing 60 names pray- 
ing that the Poll, Horse and Dog taxes be abolished. It 
was referred to the Committee on Ways and Means by the 
Speaker. 

J. Richardson then read the Report of the Select 
Committee which was appointed to inform the King and the 
House of Nobles that the House of Representatives was 
organized and read to do business. It stated that the 
Committee had wet the King and those of the House of 
Nobles at 114 o'clock, that the Committee had informed 
them of the instructions of the House, and that the King 
and Nobles had approved of the action of the House. 

On motion of S. M. Kamakau the report of the Com- 
mittee was adopted. 

On motion of J. Richardson it was voted that a Com- 
mittee be appointed to look for a suitable place where 
the minutes of this House could be printed. 

The following were appointed.

On motion of G. M. Robertson it was voted that the 

Petitions which were tabled yesterday be taken up. The 


Petition regarding to the going at large of prisoners in 
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Honolulu, was referred to the Judiciary Committee. The 
Petition on the troubles of the Hawaiian Seamen because 
of burdensome taxes and costs was referred to the Com= 
mittee on Commerce. The Petition from Puna, Hawaii, 
praying that the prisoners of each District be required 
to work in their own District and not elsewhere, was 
referred by the Speaker to the Judiciary Committee. 

On motion of G. M. Robertson it was voted that the 
Bill relating to Royal Patents be read on first reading. 
The Bill was then read by G. M. Robertson. 

On motion of J. Richardson it was voted that this 
Bill be placed on the order of the day for second reading 
Friday. 

J. W. Marsh gave notice of his intention to intro- 
duce, to-morrow, a Joint Resolution amending the Law on 
the Appointment of School Inspectors, for the English 
School in Honolulu. 

E. P. Bond gave notice of his intention to intro- 
duce a Bill relating to appeals from one Court to another. 

On motion of W. E. Pii it was voted that an adjourn= 
ment be taken until 12 o'clock to-morrow.

E. W. Clark rose and offered a prayer. At the 
close of the prayer, the House proceeded to business. 

The Speaker then announced that he had received 
Haia's Certificate of election from Koolauloa. 

D. K. Kaauwai presented his Certificate of election 
from the inspectors of election of Kaanapali, Maui. He 
was then sworn in by the Speaker. 

Haia reported that he had segregated the Petition 
from Koolauloa and had referred the lst Section to the 
Comittee on Education: the 2nd and 3rd Sections to the 
Committee on Public Lands: the 4th and 5th to the Judi- 
ciary Committee: the 6th, 7th and 8th to the Committee on 
Public Lands. 

Haia presented another Petition from Koolauloa, 
praying that this Country be not annexed to any other 
Country. It contained 41 names. 

This Petition was referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. 

Thurston presented certain Petitions from North Kona, 


showing how they had lost their property in feeding the 
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prisoners working on the roads, because the Governor had 
refused paying them, there being no appropriation for 
feeding the prisoners. 

And a Petition complaining how their lands had been 
taken up for a Prison yard. 

Te then read another Petition from North Kona pray~ 
ing that the Government Road be extended to Hilo and 
Kawaihae. 

These Petitions were referred to the appropriate 
Committees. 

W. E. Pii read a Petition from Koolaupoko contain- 
ing 64 names, praying 

lst. That the School tax be abolished from those 
parents having no children. It was referred to the Com=- 
mittee on Education. 

2nd. That the salary of the Government Officials, 
with the exception of the King's, be reduced, and that 
the Government Officials who are foreigners be dismissed. 

On motion of Kaumaea it was voted that the Petition 
pe referred to a Select Committee.

And a Petition praying that the law be enforced on 
stray animals which enter Konohiki lands. 

On motion of J. Richardson it was that it be tabled. 

D. Lokomaikai read a Petition from a Committee on 
Molokai, containing 5 names, praying that certain Kuleanas 
amounting to about 46 or 47 be returned to the Original 
Holders: That the sand be free; That the fish be free; 
And that this Kingdom be not annexed to any other foreign 


power. 
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The Sections relating to Sand and Fish were referred 
to the Committee on Public Lands and the other Sections 
to the appropriate Committees. 

S. W. Papaula read a Petition from South Kona, con= 
taining 24 signatures praying; That the taxes be reduced. 
Referred to the Ways and Means Committee: That the Costs 
of Court be reduced. Referred to the Judiciary Committee: 
That the pay of Lawyers be reduced to $1.00. Laid on the 
table. 

Kaapa read a Petition from Hilo, praying that the 
Konohiki fish be made free to the people, also praying 
that the trees in the mountains be made free: And not to 
engage ignorant teachers. 

The Sections pertaining to fish and trees were re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public Lands and the Section 
pertaining to the School teachers was referred to the 
Committee on Public Instruction. 

S. P. Kalama read a Petition from Koolau, Kauai, con- 
taining 105 signatures setting forth different complaints. 

l. The Konohikis, by selling their lands have de- 
prived the people of the use of said lands. 

2. That the duty on Ardent Spirits be continned. 

Bi That the independence of this Kingdom be con- 
tinued. 

4. That the Appropriation for Educational purposes 
pe divided so as to allow a portion to be expended for 
the education of the children in English. 

5. That an appropriation be made for a Court House 
at Koolau. 

6. By law they are forced to make a division of 
their property with the Konohikis. 

7. Their Kuleanas are much smaller than those granted 
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in the first award. 

8. That the Government provide a pound for stray 
animals. 

9. That the Konohiki tax on animals be abolished. 

10. That the law relating to Konohiki trees be 
amended so as to allow the people free access to the 
forests to cut and sell the timbers for their own profit. 

The different Sections were referred to the appro- 
priate Committees. 

S. W. Haia read a Petition from Koolauloa containing 
53 signatures praying that all lands be taxed: that the 
soldiers be taxed; that the animals owned by the people 
be allowed on the Konohiki lands: To tax the cattle that 
are taken to Honolulu: That vehicles be taxed: That pack 
animals be taxed. 

The Sections relating to taxes were referred to the 
Committee on Ways and Means. 

Iosepa read a Petition from Hilo containing 100 sig- 
natures praying that an Appropriation be provided for a 
bridge for Wailuku, Hilo. Referred to the Committee on 
Public Expenditures. 

G. M. Robertson for the Judiciary Committee reported 
on the Petition from the Police of North Kona, Hawaii, 
recommending that Sections 1 and 2 be tabled. Section 3. 
That the member from that District be instructed to send 
a communication to the Petitioners, that they have a right 
to claim one half of the fines imposed by the Circuit 
Judge. 

On motion of Z. P. Kaumaea it was voted to adopt the 
report of the Committee with thanks. 

S. P. Kalma for the Committee on Elections presented 
a report. The Comittee were of the opinion that the por- 
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tion. relating to the duties of the Judge should be 
settled by the Governor and not by the House, and that 
the Inspectors of Election had acted in a proper manner 
and the election of R. H. Bowlin was legal. 

Ze P. Kaumaea was of the opinion that the first part 
of the report should be adopted, but the portion relat- 
ing to the election of R. H. Bowlin should not be ap- 
proved by the House, but that it should be rejected. 

The Speaker then read a communtcation from the In- 
spectors of Election of Waialua giving the reason why 
they had ordered a new election. 

On motion of J. Richardson it was voted that the 
report of the Committee be accepted and referred to the 
Committee of the Whole for consideration to-morrow. 

On motion of G. M. Robertson it was voted that the 
commnication from the Inspectors of Election of Waialua 
pe also referred to the Committee of the Whole to-morrow. 

J. Richardson for the Select Committee appointed to 
see to the publishing of the minutes of the House presented 
a report, stating that the Committee had met J. W. Marsh, 
Editor of the "News" who had informed them that if the’ 
House would order from 400 to 500 Copies and the Nobles 
the same number each week, then he would be able to make 
a charge of 10 cents a Copy. The Committee recommended 
that the proceedings of the House be published in the 
"News," and that the House take 500 Copies per week at 
the price agreed on. 

It was voted that the report of the Committee be 
adopted. 

On motion of G., li. Robertson seconded by S. M. Kama~ 


kau it was voted that T. Uma be taken out of the Judiciary 
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Committee and Z. P. Kaumaea substituted in his place. 

J. W. Marsh read the Bill to provide for the elec- 
tion of the School Committee of Honolulu. 

On motion of G. M. Robertson it was voted that the 
Bill be read on second reading now. The Bill was read. 

On motion of J. Richardson it was voted that the 
Bill be engrossed and placed on the order of the day for 
third reading to-morrow. 

It was voted that E. P. Bond be allowed to read a 
Bill to authorize the Minister of Finance to pay to the 
School Committee of Honolulu the sum of $607. 

On motion of W. F. Pii it was voted that the Bill be 
read on second reading now. The Bill was read. 

On motion of 58. M. Kamakau it was voted that it be 
engrossed and placed on the order of the day for third 
reading to-morrow. 

E. P. Bond introduced a Bill relating to appeals from 
one Court to another. 

It was voted that the Bill be translated and read on 
first reading Saturday. 

On motion of W. E. Pii it was voted to adjourn until 
12 o'clock to-morrow.

J. Puller read a Petition from Puhi of South Kona, 
praying that he be paid for working on the roads. He 
stated that he had presented his claim to the Road 
Supervisor and to the Governor but had been turned down. 

Referred to the Committee on Claims. 

S. W. Eaia read a petition from Koolauloa contain- 
ing 15 signatures, stating of their troubles and how 
their pigs were being slaughtered by Aikake and Moffit. 
Referred to the Judiciary Committee. 

Kaapa read a Petition from Hilo containing 10 sig- 
natures praying: 

That those parents having several children be 
exempted from paying any taxes. 

That all taxes be reduced. 

Referred to the Committee on Ways and Means. 

S. P. Kalama read a Petition from the Judge at 
Hanalei praying that he be paid $75 the balance of salary 
due him for the quarter year from January to March, 1852. 

Referred to the Committee on Claims. 

R. E. Bowlin for the Committee on Foreign Relations 
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presented a report, upon the Petitions, from Hawaii, Oahu, 
Kauai and Niihau, against annexation of this Kingdom 
with any other Country. 

The report stated that the Committee had examined 
into the several petitions and had found that the matters 
therein prayed for did not come within the scope of the 
duties of the House. And that the subject belonged ex- 
clusively to the treaty making power, the King and his 
Privy Council. The Committee were of the opinion that 
the fullest confidence should be placed on the King in 
the matter. 

On motion of G. M. Robertson it was voted that the 
Committee's report be considered in Committee of the 
Whole to-morrow. 

The Committee on Public Lands reported on the 
Petitions relating to the Konohiki animal tax. The 
Committee recommended that each Representative should 
inform the people of their respective Districts that the 
matter of adjusting the charges on the animals should be 
made between the people and the Konohikis: And the people 
owning Kuleanas should not work for the Konohikis, but 
rather those who have no lands of their own should work 
for the Konohikis or purchase and own lands of their own. 

The report of the Committee was adopted. 

S. M. Kamakau for the Committee on Commerce presented 
a report recommending that the Bill to authorize the 
shipping and discharge of seamen at Hilo should pass.

Llosepa read a petition from Hilo containing 120 sig- 
natures praying: That all foreign Officials of the King- 
dom be dismissed for not treating the natives properly.

R. H. Bowlin reported that the Bill for the discharge 
and shipping of Seamen at Hilo had been indefinitely 
postponed by the adoption of the report of the minority 
of the Committee.

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Petitions be deferred, and that the House take up the 
order of the day, beginning by going into Committee of 
the Whole to consider the Claim of Geo. A. Lathrop. 

The House then went into Committee of the Whole with

during the prevalence of the smallpox.

On motion of C. C. Harris it was voted that per- 
mission be granted Doctor Lathrop to come before the 
House and speak for himself. 

J. W. E. Maikai read a Commnication from J. Kaaukai, 
District Justice presenting a list of the names of the 
people to whom services was rendered by Doctor Lathrop 
from Honolulu to Moanalua, who had paid him. 

The total amount to have been paid was $1,385.25. 
Balance due $56.00. 

Objection was raised by some as to the right of 
allowing the Communication to be brought before the House. 
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On motion of G. M. Robertson it was voted that Doctor 
Rooke be sworn. 

Doctor Rooke was then sworn. 

When the Commissioners at first requested the physi- 
clans for aid some were willing to work without compensa- 
tion. 

The Commissioners told the doctors that if they were 
expecting pay for their services, they had no money to 
pay them with, but they could lay their claims before the 
Legislature. 

There were nine phySicians in Honolulu when the 
smallpox first appeared here. 

I distinctly told Doctor Lathrop at the first 
appearance of the smallpox, that in case he made claim 
for services rendered, that it would be up to the Legis- 
lature to determine whether he would get paid or not. 

Some of the physicians stated that they did not 
want to be paid, but expected the cost of the medicines 
to be remitted. 

After the smallpox became quite common Doctor Lath- 
rop informed me that he would make claim for services 
rendered. 

I did not tell Doctor Lathrop that he would get 
paid by and by. I told him it would be up to the Legis- 
lature to determine that question. 

Doctor Lathrop spent his entire time helping those 
who were afflicted with smallpox, like the rest of the 
physicians. 

I did not encourage him with the hopes of getting 
paid. 

The Commissioners decided that all the Physicians 
be allowed to help suppress the smallpox. 
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Doctor Lathrop told me that he was not going to work 
for the Government without being paid. 

Some of the Physicians were paid for their services 
and medicines were given to them. 

Only in the remote Districts where there were no 
physicians, those Physicians were paid. 

Doctor Lathrop was paid for the first two cases taken 
up by him. Doctor Ford was paid for going on vessels. Only 
for going on Vessels and boat hire. He was not paid for 
services rendered ashore. 

Doctor Lathrop questioned Doctor Rooke. 

Was it not a fact that Doctor Ford was paid for ser- 
vices rendered for boarding vessels? He was paid for 
poarding the vessels. 

Doctor Ford was appointed to board all the vessels 
pecause of the petitions from Maui and Kauai to try and 
prevent the smallpox from getting to those other Islands. 

Doctor Ford was hired by the Commissioners. 

The amount paid Dr. Ford for boarding the vessels is 
shown in the report. 

For sufficient reasons Dr. Ford was later execused 
from going amongst the people afflicted with smallpox. 

I have forgotten the date when Dr. Lathrop told me, 
that he was nót going tocyork Por the Government for noth- 
ing. 

I have told Dr. Lathrop to keep the list of those 
who have paid him for services rendered separate. l 

I supposed that Dr. Lathrop was going to expect pay. 
I did not however tell him that he was to be paid. 

Since the 29th of June Dr. Lathrop reported 734 names 
to the Comnissioners. Prior to that date no record had 
been sent in. The list of patients was placed under the 
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name of each doctor. Prior to the above date the doctors 
reported of 600 odd cases of smallpox. 

I acted as Chairman of the Commissioners of Health 
after G. P. Judd resigned. 

W. C. Parke was then sworn by Thurston. 

I did not speak to Dr. Lathrop about his pay for 
services rendered. 

I thought all the time that he was doing it for 
nothing like the rest of the physicians, afterwards while 
in one of the Committee meetings I heard that Dr. Lathrop 
was to present a claim for his services. 

I did not hear until August about Dr. Lathrop pre= 
senting a claim. 

Wm. Hellebrand was paid for going 20 miles out of 
town. 

Dr. Clapp was paid for going to Waianae and Waialua. 

Dr. Hoffmann was paid for horse hire. 

Dr. Judd was paid $13 for horse hire. 

The horse hire for the other doctors were not paid. 

Dr. Clapp was paid $175 a month. 

The French Doctor was paid $250 a month. The Com- 
missioners gave them medicine. They were the oniy doctors 
who were engaged and paid by the month. 

The Government TER then the medicine. The two 
physicians referred to, treated the people under direction 
of the Commissioners without receiving any pay from the 
patients. 

Upon a question from Dr. Lathrop, W. C. Parke re- 
plied: 

I have often sent Dr. Lathrop to attend to patients 
discovered by me. 


Some have been paid for their horse hire and Dr. 
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Lathrop's horse hire was about equal to the others. 

Parke was of the opinion that Dr. Lathrop should be 
paid for his services. If I was ever again called upon 
to perform the same amount of work as was required of 
him, I would expect to be paid about $4,000. 

On motion of A. G. Thurston it was voted that the 
Committee rise report progress and ask leave to sit again 
to-morrow. 

An adjournment was taken until 12 o'clock to-morrow.

S. Kipi read a Petition from Waialua praying that the 
school tax of $2 be continued, and that the sum of $48,000 
pe further appropriated for the support of the schools.

Wana read a Petition from Kapuniai, Waimea, Kauai, 
praying that he be paid the sum of $50.00, salary due 
him as Road Supervisor for the year 1851. 

It was voted that it be laid on the table. 

I. P. Kamaipelekane read a Petition from Molokai 
containing 350 names setting out certain difficulties with 
the Konohikis about lands. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Lands. 

S. W. Papaula read a Petition from South Kona Pray- 
ing: 

That the pasture lands be free. 

That marriage certificates be made $1 a piece. 

The Sections were referred to the appropriate Qom- 
mittees. 

Z. Kaeuwai read a Petition from Makawao, containing 
36 names, praying that the lands in Hamakuapoko be sold 
to the people of the place first, and to the strangers 
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afterwards. 

Referred to the Committee. 

D. Lokomaikai read a Petition from Molokai contain- 
ing 39 names setting forth the fact that where 6 Konohikis 
live on a piece of land, they place a taboo on six 
different kinds of fish and 6 different kinds of trees. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Lands. 

J. Richardson read a Petition from Waialua contain- 
ing 788 names, stating that the pasture lands have been 
tabooed and they are being oppressed by the Konohikis. 
The Petitioners believe tnat they have certain rights 
in these matters. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Lands. 

Wana read a Petition from Hanapepe containing 30 
names, praying: 

That this Kingdom be not annexed to the United 
States of America. 

That the fishes in the rivers be free. 

That Government Officials be not paid a salary. 
That the Chiefs be the only ones to be paid. 

That School Agents and Judges be not allowed to serve 
in the Legislature. 

The Petition was laid on the table. 

Z. P. Kaumaea read the Petition of Kaiaina, praying 
that his Ahupuaa, Maku, on Hawaii and the Ilis of Ilikahi 
and Kamani in Lahaina, which have been taken away from 
his, be returned. 

Referred to the Land Commissioners. 

S. W. Haia read the Petition from Kalaikuaiwi, 
stating how certain portions of his land have been left 
out through the improper surveys made by the Surveyor. 

Referred to the Land Comnissioners. 
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S. Kivi read a Petition from Puna vraying that the 
Konohikis be not allowed to tax old men over 50 years of 
age. 

Referred to the Agricultural Comaittee. 

3. Kipi read another Petition from Puna complaining 
about the action of the House through the continual 
tabling of the Petitions. 

Referred to the Corziittee on Elections. 

A. QG. Thurston read the Petition from M. Kekuanaoa, 
praying for the payment of the damages sustained by him 
at the time of invasion of the French in 1849 amounting 
to $2,422.25 together with interest. 

Referred to the Committee on Claims. 

J. Richardson for the Committee on Roads and Public 
Improvements presented a report upon the Petitions and 
Resolutions referred to them for the erection of Court 
Houses in certain Districts. The Committee were of the 
opinion that these needs are necessary and would recom- 
mend that the Committee on Ways and Means be instructed

Marris for the Joint Conference Committee on the 
Bill incorporating the Pacific Bank, reported verbally 
that the Committee had met but that nothing had been 
agreed on. He suggested that furtner action be deferred

On motion of Maikai the report of the Committee was 
adopted. 

On motion of Maikai it was voted that six days be 
allowed the Clerks at the end of the Session to complete 
their work, under full pay. And that the Account Committee 
be instructed to draw on the Treasury this day for the 
milage and pay of the Members for the past week, and 
also the pay of the Officers of the House, and that the 
extra pay of the Clerks be drawn on in advance. 

On motion of Kamakau the order of the day was taken 
up. 

The Bill relating to the limits of Beer shops was 
read on second reading. 

On motion of Bowlin Section 3 was stricken out. 

On motion of Robertson the Bill was laid on the 
table. 

The Speaker read a Commnication from the House of 
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Nobles returning the Bill establishing Mail Routes which 
was passed by that House with an amendment to Section 2. 
On motion of Fuller the amendment was concurred in. 

The Messenger from His Majesty, the Kuhina Nui came 
in at this time to announce that His Majesty would pro- 
rogue the Legislature to-morrow at the hour of two. 

On motion of Robertson it was resolved that the 
Kuhina Nui be instructed to carry back the thanks of the 
House to His Majesty and to inform him that the House 
would be ready to be prorogued at the time specified. 

The Speaker read a communication from the House of 
Nobles returning the Bill incorporating the Pacific Bank 
and announcing that that House would adhere to their 
amendnents, to Sections 3, 11, 16 and 17. 

On motion of Bond it was voted that the House Con- 
cur in the amendments to the Sections relating to the 
legal standard of value, being Sections 3, 16 and 17. 

On motion of Bond it was voted that the House do not 
Concur to the amendment made to Section 11, relating to 
the minimum denomination of Bills, $5.00.

On motion of Robertson an adjourmnent was taken 
until 10 o'clock to-morrow.

On motion of Maikai the rules were suspended and 
the Joint Resolution was read on second and third readings, 
and the Joint Resolution passed. 

On motion of Robertson it was voted to take a recess 
until 12 o'clock. 

The House met at 12 o'clock. 

The Speaker read a Communication from the House of 
Nobles announcing that the Bill to incorporate the Pacific 
Bank, had been indefinitely postponed, and that the Joint 
Resolution for a further appropriation of $1,000 for the 
expenses of the Legislature had passed. 

The Speaker also read a communication from the House 
of Nobles inquiring what action was taken by the House 
on the Bill to amend Sections 3, 4, 5 and 6 of Article 5, 
Chapter 40f the Act organizing the Executive Ministry of 
the Hawaiian Islands and the Military Bill. 

On motion of Robertson the House went into Committee 
of the Whole to consider this Bill, with Kipi in the 
Chair. 

Section 1 was read and on motion of Kaumaea it was 
voted that the Bill be indefinitely postponed. 

The Committee rose and reported, recomnending that 
the Bill be indefinitely postponed. 

The report was adopted. 

At 2 o'clock the Kuhina Nui, John Young arrived 
with the message from His Majesty, the King proroguing 
‘the Legislature.
